Firing  vns 
resumed  promptly  at  171800  with  a  battalion  TOT,  Increased  enemy  activity 
dong  tho  DMZ  prompted  t.l»o  deployment  of  Battery  C  to  C-1  on  28  Fobrunry 
1969  with  tho  mission  of  general  support  XXIV  Dorps,  v<  Inforcing  tho  12th 
f-  irino  PegLmcnt,  During  tho  oro  month  porlod  in  that  position  tho  bnttory’ 
blunted  enemy  positions  with  its  deadly  8”  hov:..t?crju  42  KIA*s,73  bunkers, 

4  anti-airciuft  positions  and  19  secondary  explosions  wero  credited  to  tho 
battery.  The  battory  roturned  to  LZ  Nancy  on  31  March  1969.  'I  he  requirement 
fer  more  honvy  artillery  to  tho  south  resulted  in  Battery  B  moving  to  Dong 
Ha  on  12  April  69,  rotuhlng  overnight  to  8”,  and  moving  65  miles  south  the 
following  dny  to  occupy  Firo  Bonn  Boyd  (YD  742134).  Tlio  battery  assumed 
tho  mission  of  general  support  XXIV  Corps,  roinforcing  tb.o  101st  Airborne 
Division  Artillery  (Airraobilo ),  Concurrent  with  the  rotubing  of  Battery 
B,  tho  unit  became  a  puro  8"  battalion  for  the  first  tine  since  its  arrival 
in  Vietnam  over  two  and  ono  half  years  ago.  The  imminent  closing  of  Firo 
Base  Boyd  precipitated  Battory  B*s  next  move  to  Gia  Le  (YD  8301 50 )  on  21 
April  69.  On  25  April  69  Battory  A  moved  on  very  short  notice  from  LZ  Sally 
to  Camp  Evans  (YD  543311 )  to  pravido  much  needed  supporting  fires  to  landing 
zones  to  the  west.  During  tho  reporting  period  the  battalion  fired  2,760 
missions  expending  3,484  rounds  of  175mm  and  11,786  rounds  of  8"  ammunition. 
Fach  fire  base  end  LZ  received  intermittent  incoming  enemy  rocket  and  mortar 
attacks.  In  addition,  LZ  Nancy  sustained  a  ground  attack  supported  by 
heavy  RPG  and  mortar  fire.  The  attack  occurred  on  15  Maroh  69  and  was  un¬ 
successful,  The  battalion  received  no  injuries  as  a  result  of  enemy  action 
during  the  reporting  period.  Increased  emphasis  was  placed  on  the  conduct 
of  ICM  missions  and.  preventive,  maintenance.  The  frequency  of  moves  during 
the  latter  portion  of  the  reporting  period  emphasized  the  importance  of 
keeping  cargo  carrying  vehioles  in  excollont  running  ordor.  The  gin  R&R 
program  has  materially  contributed  to  the  very  high  availability  of  artillery 
in  the  battalion.  During  the  356  days  available  the  weapons  were  down  only 
23  days  for  an  availability  percentage  of  94$.  The  civil  affairs  program 
was  limited  to  weekly  MED  CAP*  s  to  outlying  villages.  This  conservative, 
but  veil  received  program,  has  been  mutually  beneficial  for  the  patients
